RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


The  seventh  consecutive  week  of  declines 
in  the  slaughter  steer  and  heifer  trade  found 
selling  levels  at  the  lowest  point  since  near 
midyear  of  1957.  The  average  price  of  slaugh- 
ter steers  at  seven  markets  was  $22.28.  The 
trend,  which  was  steady  to  500  lower  at  most 
markets,  also  reflected  the  seventh  week  of 
continued  downturns  on  dressed  beef.  In  an 
uneven  trade,  slaughter  cows  sold  mostly 
steady  and  a  restricted  volume  of  stockers  and 
feeders  worked  out  on  a  steady  to  weak  basis. 
Declines  of  25 £-$1.00  were  recorded  on  barrows 
and  gilts  with  500-75 0  downturns  rather  common. 
Trends  were  uneven  on  slaughter  lambs.  At  most 
terminals  spring  and  old  crop  lambs  were  steady 
to  $1.00  higher  but  more  than  40  percent  of  the 
12-market  supply  was  offered  at  Fort  Worth 
where  prices  declined  50^-$1.00. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  sold  steady  to  500  lower  at 
most  midwestern  markets  despite  an  8  percent 
reduction  in  receipts.  Chicago  and  Omaha 
proved  to  be  the  only  major  exceptions  report- 
ing a  steady  to  250  higher  trend  on  heifers 
and  Good  to  average  Choice  steers.  The  de- 
clines followed  a  lower  trend  in  the  carcass 
trade  and  marked  the  seventh  consecutive  week 
of  general  price  downturns  both  on  slaughter 
steers  and  steer  beef.  The  average  price  of 
slaughter  steers  fell  to  a  new  four-year  low 
at  most  terminals.  Cows  were  uneven  but  aver- 
aged about  steady  with  the  only  major  ex- 
ception a  25-750  lower  trend  in  Kansas  City. 
Bulls  averaged  steady.  Vealers  were  fully 
steady  in  St.  Paul  but  $1.00-3.00  lower  at 
St.  Louis.  Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  had  a 
stronger  price  trend  during  the  initial 
market  session  of  the  period  under  review  when 
supplies  were  curtailed  but  this  was  more  than 
erased  later  as  receipts  enlarged.  Slaughter 
steers  and  heifers  made  up  the  bulk  of  the 
supplies  at  most  terminals  with  the  Good  and 
Choice  grades  predominating.  Both  in  the  live 
and  carcass  trades  steers  and  heifers  sold  in 
practically  the  same  price  range  on  a  grade 
for  grade  basis  with  weight  considered. 

Bulk  of  the  high-Good  and  Choice  slaugh- 
ter steers  1000-1350#  sold  from  $21.50-24.00. 
A  few  high-Choice  and  Prime  steers  brought 
$23.75-25.00  and  bulk  of  the  Prime  and  mixed 
Choice  and  Prime  1050-1450$  weights  moved  at 
$24.00-26.25  in  Chicago  with  a  few  Prime  at 
$26.50-26.75.  Good  steers  sold  at  $20.25- 
22.50.  A  few  high-Choice  and  mixed  Choice 
and  Prime  heifers  cashed  at  $23.50-24.00  while 
most  Choice  brought  $22.00-23.50.  Good  heif- 
ers 3old  at  $20.00-22.50.  Utility  and  Commer- 
cial cows  sold  at  $15.75-17.50;  Canner  and 
Cutter  $13.50-16.50. 


STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
Marketings  of  stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and 
calves  fell  short  of  the  numbers  marketed 
during  the  same  period  a  year  earlier. 
Average-Medium  to  average-Choice  500-750# 
steers  continued  to  predominate  but  moderate 
numbers  of  800-1000#  feeder  steers  also  were  on 
offer.  Only  a  limited  number  of  yearling  heif- 
ers was  marketed  and  calves  were  in  seasonally 
small  supply.  Stock  cows  were  scarce  at 
virtually  all  markets.  Prices  during  the 
previous  five  weeks  had  consistently  followed 
a  weak  to  lower  trend  and  as  a  result  are 
materially  lower  than  a  month  and  a  half  ago. 
However,  slaughter  cattle  prices  also  worked 
sharply  lower  during  the  past  month  and  a  half 
and  showed  additional  declines  during  the  week 
under  review.  Consequently,  stocker  and  feeder 
buyers  continued  to  operate  very  cautiously  and 
in  slow  trading  prices  generally  were  steady 
to  weak.  At  Kansas  City  the  market  was  steady 
to  500  lower.  Choice  calves  and  Choice  500- 
60C#  yearlings  found  most  reliable  outlet 
while  feeders  950#  up  were  hardest  to  move. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1000#  feeder  steers 
sold  from  $21.00-23.50.  At  St.  Paul  Choice 
1005#  brought  $22.75  but  buyers  generally  were 
very  reluctant  to  go  above  $22.00  on  steers 
950#  up.  At  Omaha  a  load  of  mostly  Choice  899# 
partly  fattened  steers  sold  for  further  feed- 
ing at  $22.00.  At  Oklahoma  City  a  large 
string  of  mostly  Choice  735#  went  at  $22.50. 
Good  and  Choice  525-750#  stock  steers  bulked 
at  $22.50-26.50,  a  few  under  600#  $27.00-28.00. 
Medium  and  low-Good  stockers  sold  chiefly  from 
$19.00-23.50.  Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers 
ranged  $19.50-24.00,  few  $24.50.  Choice  439# 
reputation  steer  calves  brought  $33.75  with 
442#  heifer  mates  at  $30.50.  Other  Good  and 
Choice  steer  calves  ranged  $24.00-31.00;  same 
grades  heifer  calves  largely  $23.00-26.50. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hog  receipts 
at  the  12  terminals  numbered  307,000,  a  drop 
of  12  percent  from  the  previous  week  and  7 
percent  under  the  same  week  of  a  year  ago.  The 
reduction  in  volume  was  contributed  mainly  to 
the  fact  that  farmers  continued  to  concentrate 
rather  heavily  on  field  work,  especially  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  Corn  Belt  where  spring 
work  is  considerably  behind  schedule.  Except 
for  a  small  seasonal  increase  in  the  percentage 
of  sows  the  consist  of  the  supply  was  about  the 
same  as  during  recent  weeks.  Bulk  of  the 
offerings  comprised  shipments  of  mixed  U.  S. 
No.  1-3,  190-270#  barrows  and  gilts  with  a 
moderate  volume  No.  2-3,  270-300#.  Sharply 
lower  prices  on  most  pork  cuts  in  the  wholesale 
trade  more  than  offset  any  bullish  effect  that 
might  have  developed  from  reduced  receipts. 
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Demand  was  somewhat  uneven  from  day  to  day  but 
generally  proved  rather  poor  following  Monday 
with  a  resultant  lower  price  trend.     The  best 
outlet  prevailed  for  200-230#  barrows  and  gilts. 
Order  buyers  demand  ranged  from  fairly  good   at 
some  points  to  only  fair  at  others.     Compared 
with  the  previous  week's  close,   barrows  and 
gilts  finished   25*-$1.00  lower,     mostly  50-75* 
off.      Sows  closed   steady  to  75*  lower,   largely 
25-50*   off. 

On  Friday,  U.   S.   1-2,   180-24 0#  barrows  and 
gilts  bulked  at  $16.50-17. 00,   with  same  weights 
and  grades  $16. 75-17. 50  at  Chicago  and  $17.00- 
17.50  at  Indianapolis.     Mixed  U.  S.  1-3,   and 
2-3,   180-240#  sold  at  $15.50-17.00,     largely 
$15.75-16.75.     U.   S.   1-3,   270-600#  sows  brought 
$12.75-15.25,     most  sales  $13.50-15.00. 

Feeder  pigs  closed  weak  to  50*  lower  at 
St.   Paul  and  were  25*  lower  at  Sioux  City.  Good 
and  Choice  130-160?  feeder  pigs  at  St.   Paul 
bulked  late  at  $15.50-16.00,     few  Choice  $16.50 
while  Good  and  Choice  130-170#  at  Sioux  City 
sold  at  $15.25-16.25. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iowa- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  totaled  335,000     head, 
around     2     percent  more  than  the  previous  week 
and  just  slightly  less  than  a  year  ago.     De- 
clining pork  prices  at  wholesale  centers  proved 
a  bearish  factor  in  the  live  market.     Compared 
with  the  previous  Friday,   180-240#  barrows  and 
gilts  closed  mainly  50*  lower  with  heavier 
butcher 8  50-75*  lower;     sows  mostly  75*  lower. 
On  Friday,  mixed  U.   S.  No.  1-3,   20O-23O#  barrows 
and  gilts,   including  few  190-240#,   $15.50- 
16.00  with  a  few  mostly  No.  1  and  2  from  $15.75- 
16.50.     U.   S.  No.   1-3  270-400#   sows  cleared 
from  $13.50-14.90;     400-550#  mostly  $12.50- 
13.50. 

SHEEP  AND  IAMBS  -  Receipts  at  the  12 
markets  totaled  124,000,  around   14  percent  more 
than  a  week  ago  and   25  percent  over  the  same 
period  last  year.     Marketings  at  Fort  Worth 
made  up  more  than  40  percent  of  the  12-market 
supply  with  slaughter  lambs  at  that  market  50*- 
$1.00  lower  and  feeder  lambs  $1.00-3.00  lower. 
At  other  terminals,  prices  strengthened  on 
slaughter  classes  with  the  advance  influenced 
by  higher  dressed  lamb  prices.     The  seasonally 
increased  marketings  of  spring  slaughter  lambs 
at  most  markets  were  steady  to  $1.00  higher; 
old  crop  slaughter  lambs  were  mainly  steady  to 
$1.00  higher  aside  from  steady  to  25*  lower  at 
Denver  and  St.  Paul.     Slaughter  ewes  were  fully 
steady.     Feeder  lambs  were  steady  to  weak 
except  for  steady  to  50*  higher  at  Sioux  City.

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Trading  on  wool  continued  slow  in  the  Boston 
market.  Limited  activity  on  all  the  various 
types  and  grades  as  buyers  resorted  to  fill-in 
purchases.  The  rather  dull  interest  was  due  in 
part  to  the  fact  that  inventories  on  hand  were 
ample. 

Demand  was  generally  fair  with  moderate  ac- 
tivity in  the  territory  States.  Medium  grade 
fleeces  met  good  outlet  and  prices  were  general- 
ly steady.  There  was  fair  to  good  demand  for 
all  grades  of  pulled  wool.  Noils  were  on  the 
slow  side  and  prices  weak. 

Activity  at  New  Zealand  was  rather  limited 
and  many  interests  awaited  auctions  scheduled 
late  in  the  week.  Cabled  reports  from  Australia 
and  South  Africa  showed  prices  firm  at  midweek 
following  early  declines  of  1-20.  In  Australia, 
Japan  dominating  and  there  was  good  support  from 
Eastern  Europe.  United  Kingdom  interest  was 
uneven  but  active  late.  European  Continent  domi- 
nated in  South  Africa  supported  lightly  by  Japan. 
Iceland  wool  was  offered  for  shipment  at  73-780. 
Demand  was  very  uneven  for  coarse  Argentine  wools 
and  prices  were  around  l-l|-0  lower  while  Monte- 
video quotations  were  unchanged  but  firm  under 
limited  offerings. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Wool  pools  at  Dyersburg  and 
Union  City,  Tennessee:   Clear  medium  wool  55.42- 
55.720,  light  burry  50.42-50.720,  medium  burry 
48. 42-48. 720,  all  grease  basis,  f .o.b.  In 
Virginia,  approximately  700,000  pounds  of  medium 
wool  sold  at  58-610  and  around  150,000  pounds 
medium  wool  around  59g0,  grease  basis. 

Wool  pools  at  several  counties  in  Pennsyl- 
vania offered  moderate  volume  bulk  medium  fleece 
wools  at  around  55^-56.750,  grease  basis.

$1.00  off;    at  New  York  Standard  veal  and  calf 
$1.00  higher,    other  grades  steady  to  weak.     At 
the  other  centers  veal   sold  weak  to  mainly  $1.00 
lower.     Lamb  steady  to  $1.50  higher  at  New  York, 
a  larger  portion  50/-$1.00  higher,   Washington 
$1.00-2.00  up,   Philadelphia  steady,   Baltimore 
steady  to  $1.00  lower.     Pork  loins  closed  mostly 
$2.00-5.00  lower;   fre6h  skinned  hams  steady  to

Prices  for  Choice  and  Prime  kosher  steer 
forequarters  were  $1.00  lower;   lamb  weak  to 
mostly  $1.00  off;   veal  and  calf  $1.00-2.00  lower.
